ke Sault is, I think, the largest one in the
world, except the Suez. T he locks hold three
large vessels and a tng. ‘and they can ba got
through in less than an hour. Alarge number
of vessels have passed since I have been here,
the tug taking them up to Whisky Bay and
down to the lake, respeclively.

The Proposed Cannenlzation of the Discoverer
of Ameriea.

The Paris Mondo publishes the following: —

The Italian journal, the Steadards Cattolica,
at Genoa, states that fresh steps are being
taken at Rome to get the canonization of
Christopher Columbus agreed to. It may be
remembered that, so far back as 1865, two
laymen in France and Italy simultaneously,
though not in .concert, addressed the same
demand to the Holy See. In the following
year, the Cardinal Archbishop of Bordeanx,

gr. Donnet, in whose metropolitan jurisdic-
tion are found the French Antilles, prayed
the Pope to lend u favorable ear to the above
petitions. Bpain, in its turn, took the matter
up, and the Cardinal Archbishop of Burgos
fully joined in the prayer of his French col-
league. It has been objected that this sub.
ject could not be introduced without violating
the rules wisely laid down by Pope Benedict
XIV, But this exception—which wounld be
necessarily unigque in the history of the
Chureb, since there are no more new worlds
to discover and subject to the Gospel-—seams
justified by the noble character of the wan
for whom the honor of being placed upon
Catholic altars is solicited. It is certain, too,
that Christopher Columbus possessed, in an
eminent degree, all the Christian virtues,
Bottero, who was secretary to St. Carlo Bor-
romeo, gathered, during his two visils to
Spain, sowe very important evidence as to his
temperance, modesty, love of prayer, and his
horror of all that is dishonorable in the sight
of God.
